1- Although claims 1 , 22, 40, 59, 62, 64, 67 and 71 have been drafted as separate 
independent claims, they appear to relate effectively to the same subject-matter 
and to differ from each other only with regard to the definition of the subject-matter 
for which protection is sought. The aforementioned claims therefore lack concise- 
ness. Moreover, lack of clarity of the claims as a whole arises, since the plurality 
of independent claims makes it impossible to determine the matter for which 
protection is sought, and places an undue burden on others seeking to establish 
the extent of the protection. 

Hence, claims 1, 22, 40, 59, 62, 64, 67 and 71 do not meet the requirements of 
Article 6 PCT. 

2. Furthermore, the generic term enyironme^^^^ in 
claim 1 is unclear. It would appear that this term might mean a standard 
calculator/controller used for controlling an evaporative drying process. In 
addition, the term "enyirop^^ does not appear to be known as
